SUPPORT THE TROOPS. 


The National Guard of Georgia, through 
the recently constituted military advisory 
board, has asked the state for an annual 
appropriation hereafter of $50,000 for the 
support and maintenance of the Georgia 
troops. 

The request ig a reasonable one. Geor- 
gia has recognized the occasion and neces- 
sity for a well-trained and well-organized 
militia in the constitution of 1877. Consti- 
tutional requirement of adequate support for 
such troops necessarily follows. 


But more than that, Georgia has accepted 


from the federal government and fs receiv- 
ing today arms, equipment, uniforms, am- 
munition, supplies and encampment ex- 
penses aggregating more than $100,000 an- 


‘Rually. This is given without any particu- 
lar obligation on the part of the state in the 


matter of appropriation. Practically the 
Snly obligation is that the national guard 
shall maintain a certain standard set up 


-by the war department, as evidenced by the 
: annual irispection. 


The hational guard renders to the state, 
in the quelling of riots and the protection 
to life and property, many times the service 
it gives to the federal government; yet that 


government now appropriates to its support 


more than three times the amount given by 
the state. 

In addition to that, the military depart- 
ment of the state is rendering a particular 
service to the young men enlisted init, This 
service is well set forth in the following 
statement from The Tifton Gazette. 


The Georgia military department is 
occupied in training all ‘young men who 
join the national guard into a compe- 
tent citizen soldiery, teaching the art 
of war, field hygiene, how to properly 
handle the modern implements, arms 
and equipments, and to become. profi- 
cient in their use, physical training, de- 
portment, subservience and obedience to 
the constituted authority, thereby im- 
proving them mentally and physically, 
and making them better citizens. 


Further commenting upon the duty of 
the state toward its national guard, The 
Gazette speaks emphatically: 


It is not a good day for Georgia 
when her people become indifferent to 
their military organizations. It shows 
a lack of appreciation of their work, a 
lack of reverence for law, dearth of 
reapect for constituted authority, a 
gg (tad of state pride, and, worst of all, 

luke-warm patriotism. 


“The foregoing will indicate that other 
sections than the city counties are. deeply 
concerned in the proper maintenance and 
support of the Georgia troops. 

In fact, adequate support of the state 
troops is a duty of the state to itself. .Take 
them away and it would be but a few weeks 
before their loss would be realized. It is 
their very presence that is important, even 
though their activity may be infrequent. 

If the legislature wants to satisfy itself 
as to actual needs, let it name a committee 
to go thoroughly into the matter and report. 
But when that report is once made it should 
not be questioned. The fund proven to be 
essential to the maintenance of a reasonable 
and efficient military organization should 
then be voted without further question.

It 
contains five primary sections which 
were fashioned with the United States 
Declaration of Independence in mind 
as @ model and which read as follows: 

“I, Every nation has the right to ex- 
ist, to protect and.to conserve its ex- 
ietence; but this right neither implies 
the right nor justifies the act of the 
state to protect itself or to conserve its 
existence by the commission of unlaw- 
— acts against innocent and unoffend- 
ng states. 

“Il, Every nation has the right to

We neither claim nor desire any rights, 
or privileges, or powers that we do 
not freely concede to every American 
republic. We wish to increase our 
prosperity, to expand our trade, to 
Evow in wealth, in wisdom and in spirit, 

ut our own conception of the true 
way to accomplish this is not to pull 
down others and profit by their. ruin, 
but to help all friends to a common 
prosperity and a common growth, that 
we may all become greater and stronger 
together.’ ” 

The right of a nation to exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over its territory 
and all persons therein, cited in the 
fourth article, is supported by these 
citations: 

“This right is to be understood in the 
sense in which it was stated by Chief 
Justice Marshall in the following pas- 
sage of his judgment in the case of the 
schooner xchange (reported in 7 
Cranch’s Reports, pp. 116, 186-7), decid- 
ed by the supreme court of the United 
States in the year 1812: 

“*The jurisdiction of the nation, with- 
in its own territory, is necessarily ex- 
clusive and absolute; it is susceptible 
of no limitation, not imposed by itself. 
Any restriction upon it, deriving valid- 
ity from an external source, would im- 
ply a diminuation of its sovereignty, to 
the extent of the restriction, and an 
investment of that sovereignty, to the 
Same extent, in that power which could 
impose such restriction. All exceptions, 
therefore, to the full and complete pow- 
er of a nation, within its own terri- 
tories, must be tr up to the con- 
sent of the nation itself. They can 
flow from. no other legitimate source.
